It Bi'cmUs Out AK::iiii in an .At- 
tempted I'oisoiiiii^'. 

Uniontown, (I'll.), Supt. 18. — Intoiiae 
excitement has boon caused by thu discov 
ery of an atrocious attempt to take tho 
livoa of all the nieniborB nf the N'litt family. 
A well, from which tliu suiiply of walor 
used in tho Nutt huuauhuld wuh drawn, 
wa3 poiaoiied by uoiiio unknown luiscro- 
ant. Two uf tho yuuiig lady uioniburs of 
the family ai-n alrc-idy ioad, and the other 
inambera of tho family are ill. The first 
intimation of the horror ma an announce- 
ment laat evening of the sudden death uf 
Miaa .Annie Nutt, ayod 10 years, a si-ster 
of Miaa Lizzie Nutt, whoao betrayal by 
N. L. Dukes waa followed by tho 
tragic death of the young inaii'a father 
and subsequently of Uukos, who waa 
shot'&nd killed by James Nutt. Up to 
Tuesday lasti.Aiiuio had been iu the en- 
joyment of perfect health. On Wednes- 
day she and nil tho othur ineuibora of tho 
family were taken auddeiily ill and in 
twenty-four houra Aniiif was deiul. 

The* oxpliiiiatiou [jivt'ii by tlio fuuiily was 
that she died from iiulij^ratiuu, ciiUHcd by 
eating a laryo quimtity of uiu'ipo fniit. 
This morning, however, a horrible auspicioii 
gained currency thut tho Nutt family hud 
iSeen poisoned and that Miaa Annie waa the< 
first victim. This waa couArmed by an cx- 
toination o( the water of the well, into 
which it was found poison hail bi-cn thrown. 
Dr. .John i''ulli-r, the fiimily pli^ siciiiu, luul 
udviaed the holding of ii post iiiorteni, uiul, 
although Mi'H. Nutt wus at lirst unwilling, 
»he finally gnvo bur i;ontienL. 

This evening Miaa Nettie Nutt, another 
of the aiatera, expired, and the newa uf 
her death was quickly circulated through 
the^town, .intouaifying public opinion over 
th^-horrifying revelation. Tlio water in 
tho well is beins analyzed. Young Janie.i 
Nutt, the avenger of his siater'a honor, 
who is at homo, and also his aiater Lizzie, 
were both made ill, but their condition ia 
not critical.

IVIiy Gov. Toil ncniiUKloil Bis Foes. 

The incident given by tho Hon. V. P. 
S])aulding in tho musical career of the 
lalo Gov. Tod recalls another incident 
of tho Governor, in which ho gave 
some ailvico to tho writer, who had 
just onterod upon tlio practice of medi- 
cine at Y^oungstown, O. , sonio thirty- 
livo years ago. Ho said that a profes- 
sional man's reputation was often in- 
fluenced by the amount of fees ho 
charged, and gave this account of his 
first big case, shortly after ho com- 
mo need tho law practico iit Warren: 
One of tho Buft'alo (N. Y.) banks had 
a contest with other parties amounliuL' 
to a largo sum of money, and the bank 
sent for him to come to liutl'alo and 
take the case.

Tho only public 
conveyance was by slago, which re- 
quired about two days and nights to 
make the trip. The case was strongly 
contiisted by the opposition, but ho was 
suucessful, and tho bank eauio out 
ahead. It was nearly night wheu tho 
decision was given. The stapo loft for 
the West in the forenoon. The bank- 
ers congratulated him u))oii his work, 
and asked him to bring iu iiis bill in 
liie morning. Ho wont to his hotel ro- 
volvitig in his mind what charge to 
make. His first thought was if 100. 
But he thought that would not do. The 
bank must have had somo idea that he 
was a lawyer of ability or thoy wouhl 
not have sent so far into tho country, 
and ho did not sleep very well over it, 
but toward morning ho concluded that 
ho wouhl make tho foe ifSOO, and drop- 
pud to sloop.

Ho continued their 
legal advisor afterward, but was satia- 
liod that if ho had charged but the 
$100 they would not have regarded 
him as much of a lawyer. In further 
conversation ho said ho had a pretty 
hard row to hoe in first starting out in 
prairtioc. His father was Judge OD tho 
uonoh, and he got a great deal of busi- 
ness from parties who supposed that he 
woulii be more successful, as liis iatlioi' 
would probal)ly favor him. Sucli was 
not the case, he said. 'i'he old gentle- 
man bore down liardor upon liiui tlian 
on any other lawyer at the bar, and it 
was that discipline that s])urrod him up 
and was such material benefit to him 
in after life. — Cleni'ldnd I, rafter.

Squa.sh vinoa grow wiili leaa liability of 
attacka from the borer, and radiahos are 
grown free from maggots. Theao well- 
attested facts show that coal aahea are far 
too valuable to bo thrown away aa they 
often are. It may not pay to apply thoin 
to grain crops, but in tho orchard tlioy are 
almost as guoii aa a droaaing of manure. 
For cherry and pear trees coal ashea are 
better than manure.

In his paper yesterday morning Mr. 
Amur DeCoanios makes a. clean breast of 
his conhfcction with the famous Ch;irj,'o of 
■thySii Hundred scandal, llo uonfoasos 
that the late government, whi^su c^ipacity 
ho is never tired of lauding to the akius, 
found themselves short of money in ISTu. 
:Tho banks refused to make any advances. 
'"Ooritrabfori' ihstalments wore duo, and 
there was no' money in the treasury to pay 
them."" In this emergency (and it will be 
hurno in mind chat as late as last Boaaion 
Mr. Boavon, loader of the opposition, 
denied that any such eniorgoucy e.xistod), 
the Waikom-Beaven government applied 
ta Mr. DeOosnios. This ia an important 
'statemeiit, arid should be carefnlly noted. 
The government of this great country 
wanted §30,000, but had not the capacity 
to burrow any portion of that sum. 
Therefore, says tlio ux-niisaidnary, tliey 
came to nie. 1 rcfuseil, lie contiiiuos, to 
have anything to do with the matter, till 
the treasurer hud exhausted all his re- 
sources to raise tho money. Here, again, 
the astounding linancinl incapacity of the 
iniicli lauded late government is shown. 
The treasurer had applied tu t'very pawii- 
bri>ker and money-lender in the province 
for a paltry loan of !?:iO,0()t) and had 
been rufuHod. Then, cimtiuues the illus- 
trious Amor, 1 consented to try my hand, 
and I siicciioded. But how f Listen: 
I enipluyod Mr. Lowenberg as 
brokor, and lie iiuluced Sir James 
Douglas to lend the money. Then the 
credit of procuring the loan at a heavy 
rate of interest was not due to Mr. Uo- 
Oosmos at all. The work was done by 
Mr. Lowenberg. It was that guntleinaii 
who induced Sir James Uouglas to lend 
the money, and not Mr. DeCosmoa. Ho ! 
lit) I This is indeed a candid confession — 
a revelation. The government failed; 
tho ox-niiasionary (who has been not in- 
aptly referred to as tho fatted calf of the 
Waikom-Beaven adiniiiistratiini) failed, 
and success only attended Mr. Lowen- 
berg 'a efforts. Olearly, then, Mr. Lowen- 
berg was entitled to the entire commis- 
sion, less, of course, ?100, which was 
paid Mr. Drake— wlio was not then a 
mombor of tho l-.oiisc for drawing the 
legal documents to aecnire .Sir , lames' 
loan. The connnisaion was tfCiOO — the 
famous Charge of tho SLt Hundred. 
What became of it ] Tho ex-mission- 
ary'a confeabion says: Then came the 
division of the spoils, that is, the com- 
mission of SUOO, which Mr. DeOosnios — 
although he had failed to borrow the 
$30,000— collected from the Waikom- 
Beaven government, and about which 
much has been said and written in the 
past nine years. l\lr. DeCosmos explains 
88 follows: INIr. Drake, who is now presi- 
dent of the council, with his partner, 
took $100 for drawing the papers; Mr. 
Lowenberg, who borrowed the money, 
took about $200 or $226; some others, 
$26, for dubious services that are not ex- 
plained; while Mr. DoCosmoa, who did 
nothing but employ Mr. Lowenberg, ac- 
tually withheld from that gontleiiiaii one- 
half of tho famous $000. In point of 
fact, he retained, and still retaiu.s, 
$300, which by right belongs to Mr. Low- 
enberg. 

Now, any candid peraon will see that 
Mr. DeCosmoa' confession, instead of im- 
proving his position, has made it in- 
finitely worse. It shows that, although 
not entitled to a sixpence of the sum re- 
ferred to, he holds $300, which he never 
earned and which Mr. Lowenberg, if he 
folt dispoaed, might oompol him to dis- 
gorge. Will not this confeaaion be a 
dainty dish to set before the electors at 
tho next election ? Throe hundred dol- 
lars retained by INIr. DeCosmoa from Mr. 
Lowonberg's commission is bud ouough; 
but there ia a still darker phase to the 
matter. The government was composed 
of men who wore ignorant of finance. 
They could not borrow a dollar. Their 
needs were pressing. In their dospair 
they applied to a patriot. That patriot 
was Mr. DeCosmos. lie took the matter 
in hand ns a patriot, and like a patriot 
charged them a commission for doing — 
nijthiiig. This is the true history of that 
moat ruinarkable transaction, as detailed 
by Mr. DeCosmos himself.

The jirop- 
orty of the public— its landH, its minerals, 
its timber, its lislu rics is held by the gov- 
tjriinieiit of tin.' day, iiniler e.\istill^^ laws, in 
trust tor the pecjplo of tliis ;;ei'.iiati..ii and 
also for posterity. It is also jiractii ally in 
some degree pledgeil to creditors of the 
province, and a valuable asset in view of 
further provincial indebtedness. The gov- 
cmmeut has no power to permit trespass 
on pnblie properly, and is bound to recjuire 
that any intruders or claimants, as regards 
public projierty anywhere, should establish 
their legal right as clearly as if the i>rop- 
erty concerned were a eity lot in N'ictoria. 
It is dift'ieult to do this efleetively in tho 
early days of a younj^ euuhtiy wuii an ex- 
tensive surface ; but the right and the duty 
remain and should be acted upon stringently 

- whenever ami wherever possible. 'I'liis un- 
doubted truth, iiiiiiiing down everyone to a 
simple issue, shuts Ihd door agaiust idle 
imputations and irrelevant argument. It is 
a truth that cannot be too soon or too 
clearly recognized .by all whom it may con- 
cern. The Dominion government, except 
by valid title, has no more right to deal 
■with provincial jiroperty in British Colum- 
bia than our goveriiiiient has to deal with 
Dominion i)roperly cast of the Itocky 
juouutains. That it has no power to deal 
■with the "royal melids" anywhere within 
this province, and that no a^;reenient exists 
by which onr legislature is bouml to eou- 
sidor any such claim, wo already liave^ estab- 
lished beyond any jioHsibility of tloubt. 
"With respect to laud, the Dominion title 
extendi! only to snch reserves as have been 
aswigned and conveyed under tho British 
(;olnnibia Act, to such livdian reserves as 
have bce.i convc^yed, and to the main- 
land .railway bolt from the sea to the 

. mountains. The title to these subjc.cts in- 
cludes the land itsiilf, with the timber, but 
not tho royal metals. This is the coiiten- 
tiou of the local government, which they 
intend to maintain at all hazards. Tho 
ptber day we showed that the little gleam 



ol snnBhine which was enjoyed by the 
miners who went to Silver City, near Kick- 
ing Horse Pass, to work the mine.s there 
disappeared the moment the oijerons Do- 
minion mining regulations wore "attempted 
to be enforced. The minors left en masse 
rather than endure the exactions of tho Do- 
minion ofhcials, preferring to search for 
new diggings in British Columbia rather 
than work those already known to exist in 
Dominion territory. It should and will be 
tho aim of tho provincial government to 
maintain ihoir sovereignty to tlio precious 
metals in tho railway belt, for a greater 
misfortune than to Lave thoso niiniis jiass 
under Dominion control could not be im- 
agined. Not only would tho province lose 
the revenue that would How from the work- 
ing of .the mines,- but the minors — judging 
from ttdir recent" experience in Kicking 
Horse Pass — could not work at all 
under the Dominion laws. Our esteemed 
morning contemporary, who has disloyally 
endorsed tho attempt of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to seize the royal metals, in tho 
face of all law and precedent to the con- 
trary, charges that the present government 
are to blame for tho coniplicidions that are 
likely to aviso. But our e. c. knows and 
tho public know that the railway lauds ni- 
serve ■was not made by this goverumeut, 
nor, iuileod, by any ^overiimont since con- 
federation. The terms of union wero 
passed before confederation. They contain 
the clause under which the Dominion gov- 
ernment claims the gold and silver com- 
prised within the railway reserve. That 
has never been altered ; this governmeul 
has merely changed the location of the re- 
Korvo from tho North Thompson to tho 
more southern route. The terms of union 
remain intact. The legal advisors of tho 
Crown give it as tUi^ir opinion that the 
reserve of the lauds did not carry with it 
the i)reeious metals. Acting upon that ad- 
vice tho local govornment will administer 
the provincial miuiuy laws in tho mines 
lying within tho bolt. Cur esteemed eon- 
teumoniry, who favors giving all the miner- 
als in the belt to the Uoniinion, is dis- 
jileased at this course ; but fear of biw dis- 
pleasure will scarcely itidnce tho govorn- 
ment to shrink from the discharge of their 
duty.

.Moved "by J. "Waslibnnie and seconded 
by J. Bryant, that a mining board consisting 
of live uiiners bo selected, with full power 
and without api)eal from their decisions, to 
settle all disputes that may hereafter arise 
regarding mining matters, and that the com- 
mittee on mining consist of tho following: 
.J. Bryant, J. McMasters, W. D. Moore, 1". 
Smith and W. Madden. 

A vote of thanks was then proposed to 
the chairman for the able uiaiiner in wliich 
ho had discharged his duties. The proceed- 
ings then terminated. 

At tho conclusion of the meeting it was 
suggested by J. Bryant that a statement of 
tho reasons for calling this meeting should 
be added to the minutes. The facts are 
these: First— Great dissatisfaction has been 
felt at there being no authorized tribunal 
before which mining disputes could bo ad- 
justed. Second— The recorder had no 
power t-j do so. Third— The trail from tho 
landing at tho mouth of Lome creek to 
upper claims is positively dangerons; pnjci- 
picos have to be scaled where one false step 
would bo certain death, and it was felt 
that the govornment ought at h'ust to bi^ar 
the expense of cutting a passable trail. 
Lastly, mniers on thi' crook have been re- 
peatedly threatened by Indians on the 
Skeeiia river, apparently instigated by mis- 
sionaries. Several written notices have been 
posted up warning white men that the creek 
belongs to tho Indians; and taking into 
consicb.Tatiou the disloyal tea<dling of some 
MO-calhnl ministers of the Gospel, we 
thought it our duty to bo, to a certain ox- 
tent, organi/od and prepared for tho inevit- 
able fruits of pernicious teaching.

Sievert sold out tho hotel and left roni 
crania. The new landlord took uosses- 
aion recently and on searching the 
piuiniaes was horrified by finding ni.t 
corpses, in various atagca of deconiposi 
tion, concealed in the ccdlar. 

'Phe bodies were all of men and they 
had evidently been iniirderod al, (lilleronl 
times. They havo bijen identilieil as the 
remains of traveling morchaiita who had 
been stopping temporarily in Sievert 's 
tavern and had mysteriously disappeared 
They lived at various reinoto parta <if the 
kingdom and hitherto there lias been no 
clue to tho fate of any of ihom. It is evi- 
dent that they wero murdered for their 
money by Sievert and concealed in the 
collar until the assassin became alarmed 
and sold the place, stipulating that the 
purchaser should not take possession un 
til a certain time. The police cl:ihn to 
havo positive infonn.iti"ii that Hieverl 
fled to America ami detectives havo been 
sent to search for him.

' Fifty-two Lives Xost. 

Lo.vLoN, Sept. 2'S. — The British gun- 
boat Wasp was wrecked off Torie Island, 
on tho norlhweat coast of Ireland, to-day, 
and 50 persons were drowned. Tliu 
Waap bad a registered tonnage of 4(i5 
tons and carried four guna. 

London, Sept. 5J3. — Fifty-two of the 
men on board the Wasp wore drowned. 
In thia uumber r.ll tho officers are includ- 
ed. Only air persona wore saved. On 
the rocky coast whore tho disaster oo- 
ourred it ia impassible to use small boats 
in aa attempt to rescue a ship's crew. 

Tho Wasp was a gunboat of 466 toua 

and 470 horsepower. She carried four 
guna, and was comniisaionorl it Deven- 
port 1st Docombor, 18S1. F /dewing is 
a list of her ollicora, all <>i .vlioni are re- 
ported lost; Lieut-C ini John D. 
NichoUs; Lieut. (N.) i;e.,rge H. King;

The Kritiah man-of-war Valiant haa 
goiio to Turio Island to render aasistanco 
and to obtain the details of the wrecked 
gunboat. The weather was hazy ivhen 
alio iitruek. .About li o'clock in the morn- 
ing the oLlicer on watch ordered sail to bo 
set for tliu [xirpoau of steadying tho boat 
as there ivas ii lumpy sea. Hia ordera 
were buiug carried out. Tliu ship vyas 
greatly out of her coui.su, when suddenly 
and witlioiit the slightest warrant she 
struck 111)1111 a rock, and tho vessel re- 
bounded into deep water. It was found 
upon examination that a gaping hole had 
buuu mndti in thu bow, uiid it would be 
inipuasihio to k.-ep her afloat. Six of tho 
Clow, who esc oe I, ilid so by clinging to 
the wreckage fniio v.liu-li they were picked 
up by lisliliig boat-. ! Wasp foun- 
dt'i ed about forty feet fro. .i tlio lighthouse. 
IJer luasta uro visible ubovo tho water. 
Thu survivors, whon rescued, wore 
terribly exhausted. They wore taken to 
the lig!«lliousu where thuy still remain. 
Thu sea botweoci the light houao and main- 
land ia ao very rough that ccuiimunication 
with the fiiriuor ia almost impossible.

This policy towards the United States 
was severely criticised at thu time, with- 
out, however, changing the minds of tho 
government. It now turns out that tlio 
Dominion government desire to run a 
cable across thu sound from Victoria, 
British Columbia, to Washington Terri- 
tory, but remembering, no doubt, the 
manner in which Americans were re- 
fused a similar privilege, the United 
States authorities now decline to grant 
perinission to the Canadian govonimout 
to land. The matter was laid before 
Secretary of State Cliaploau roeontly, who 
promised to look into it. Tho cable, whivh 
was imported frmn England iu March, 
lies idle in a Victoria warehouao. The 
superintendent of government telegraphs 
leaves immediately for British Columbia to 
try and settle the ditticulty.

As tlio 
traveler rucedes from the coast, at 
about liflv miles from tho ocoan, tho 
lands which gradually slope upward 
present an almost tempernto flora to 
tho eyes of tlio astonished beholder, 
while many pleiisiiig contrasts may bo 
observed; for instance, tho lurch, po[)- 
lar and sycamore llourish beside the 
tamarind and the frondoso cciba. The 
oak aiul the laurel minglo thoir branches 
with thoso of tho nispero and the zapotc, 
while tho same fertile soil gives lifo Lo 
the cypress and the ehony, the apple 
and tho banana, the plum and Ihe 
cofl'eo trees. At an altitude of 2,.')00 
foot above the sea tho pine and' other 
coniforiu first appeared; at nn elevation 
of 6,000 this genus atlains its grcalost 
size, but at the liiglit of «,000 it assumes 
a stunted and ilw.irfed appearance. — 
New Orleans Tiinc.i- Democrat.
